Then again, if the whole paper were 
a goozle sheet, there would be very little common sense, and 
the editors would be better off publishing another paper. 

There are peopie who would like us to go tothe extreme, 
even though only little space were used for the so called non- 
sense, but that would not do. We have come to the conclusion 
that a paper, in order to be successful, must have only the bare 
facts, and plenty of them, besides the worthy support of the 
local advertisers and the outside advertising that we have from 
time to time. 

Small-town newspapers are not in a position to remunerate 
newsies, and thus must place extra strain on shoe-leather, which 
is fine for the local cobblers, but when an extra job comes in 
for a few hundred jedger sheets, ora number of invoice books, 
besides the odd jobs that help to finish a week, after the paper 
is published, it is a matter of the editor becoming foreman of 
the job-printing department, in conjunction with spending half 
his time in the newspaper composing section of the one room 
shop, and the next-weeks paper comes out in a hurry with less 


news than the readers expect. Of course the readers dre not 
to blame, but, with bookkeeping and the weekly work of pub- 
lishing, the editor and printers are kept busy, even though the 
expense of keeping a newspaper in the small town or village 
exceeds the revenue derived froma hard week’s. work. Yet 
when thinking of other big businesses, all have their joys and 
sorrows, so, the newspaper continues to brighten the dark 
clouds, hoping for the better. 

The only way conditions can brighten up is forthe town 
and district folk to patronize the business men who are doing 
all in their power to make things look bright and prosperous.

The Senior Board announced that the Board would meet 
as a council the last Monday in each month and every other 
meeting would be a general board meeting, the next one to be 
held in April.

Another Budget in Orthodox Styie 


No new taxation is provided in the 1939-40 budget submit- 
ted by Hon. Solon Low, Provincial Treasurer, in the House on 
Monday. No remission of taxation is included, either and both 
revenues and expenditures are at a new peak for the province. 
The estimated deficit is about $100,000 larger than for the 
present fiscal year. ‘The government will continue to pay half 
interest on its bonds. Increased appropriations for highways 
are included. $239.500 for the operation of. treasury branches 
is included in the estimates, but the estimates for the Social 
Credit Board are cut from $100,000 to $52,120. Mr. L. D. 
Byrne’s salary of $6,000 as technical adviser is continued, but 
his staff is reduced. There is no financial provision other than 
those mentioned above for anything in the nature of Social 
Credit, so it is a reasonable assumption that the government 
will take no further action in that direction during the coming 
year. Mr. Low spoke of the necessity for the refunding of the 
Alberta provincial debt, but did not include any funds for that 
purpose in his estimates. There was no appropriation for elec- 
tion expenses, so it looks as if the government will stay in office 
for its full term.

Rocky Centre Of New Constituency 


Report of Alberta Legislature’s special committee of the 
last session, appointec to bring in recommendation for a re- 
distribution of seats in the House, was presented last Friday, 
One map, the one recommended by the committee, proposes a 
reduction of seats to 57, by the elimination of several ridings, 
the setting up a few new ones in the north. and the cutting off 
of one member each from Calgary and Kdmonton. The alter- 
native leaves the membership at 63 but alters the boundaries 
of some constituencies. 

In either event, ifa redistribution bill is passed at the 
present session, as is likely, there will be anew Rocky Moun- 
tain House constituency. It will comprise the western portion 
of the former Red Deer constituency from somewhere east of 
Sylvan Lake, running south to the Jumes River, north to around 
Wolf Creek north of Bingley, and west right through to the 
BC. boundary taking in all that portion of Edson constituency 
immediately west of Rocky Mountain House up to Brazean 
River.
